LONDON,. March 8—Ityhas just be- 
come known in Budapest, according: to 
private ativices received today in Lon- 
don, dated: March 3, ‘that Countess 
Laszlo Széchényi, formerly Miss Gladys 
Vanderbilt, daughter of the late Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt of New York, con- 
tracted smallpox and has been ‘danger- 
ously ill for the past fortnight. 

The Countess was nursing in.a Buda- 
pest military. hospital when she fell ill. 
She had been-doing nursing work since 
the. beginning of the war, and never 
ceased her voluntary duties when cases 
of infectious disease such as smallpox, 
typhoid, and even cholera, began to be 
of almost daily occurrence in Military 
hospitals. 

The Countess was working in a private 
mansion loaned for hospital purposes in 
the Lendvay Utcza in Budapest, and, 
leaving there, attended to the men 
brought in with smallpox. 

A fortnight» ago ‘she:fell ill with the 
disease. She was at amce taken homie to 
her mansion, in Andrassy Avenue. For 
two weeks her condition was serious. 
News in regard to it was not made pub- 
lic until March 8, when: the ,Countesa’s 
medical advisers stated that she was 
doing wel! and that she would, it was 
expected, leave. home in/a few days: 
The Countess is said.to have expressed 
a Wish to return to her‘duties at the 
Lendvay Utceza hospital as soon as she 
recovers entirely.

WAITING FOR. “BIG PUSH” 


That's the New-British Army to be 
Hurled Against the “Gerboys’—:

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN 
MRANCE, (via: ‘ondon;) March 8.—

Two hundred and fifty yards away 
was a wall of sandbags. The. bare 
field: between “the two .lines was as 
lifeless as a desert, and for all one 
could see the German breastwork was 
not occupied by a single human being. 
But there, as on ‘the British side, 
sharpshooters were —— and officers 
were watching through the refracting 
mirrors of the periscope. 


No Change in Three Months. 
For. three months the trenches have 
remained in the same position, and 
hever in all. that time, here as else- 
where along the line, but: some one is 
on thé lookout and ‘the reserves are 
ready for an attack. 

* Here we will be until the big push 
comes,’’ say the men: By the “big 
push’’ they refer to the movement 


when the new British Army is in tne 
trenches. 

At apt German patrols creep cut 
to see if the British are up to anything 
new, and the British do- likewise to 
ascertain if the Germans are. And 
sometimes some of the men are killed. 
Those who are not on watch are loung- 
ing on beds of straw under the timber 
roofs. To the rear there are many more 
shelters, .where officers and men are 
quartered. : One old South African vet- 
lanting primroses on the earth 
roof of his house. 

“It is getting primrose time at home 
in.

Except for the thrash of shells and the 
bang of the guns the scene is most 
peaceful. When the Germans cut loose 


or begin shelling, the men take to their 
shelters until the storm is over. They 
are always in Ganges. from sniping and 
are likely to be called at any minute to 
suffer heavy losses in repelling an at- 
tack. -They are veterans who have 
ceased to think of pogetbiiition.

for the British Army regards the care 
of each man’s physical well-being as 
the prime essential. 

The trenches to the observer who 
sees the British Army for the. first 
time do not supply’ the most interest- 
ing feature. “If‘one seeks picturesque- 
ness it may be found on the road 
where the French flank and the Brit- 
ish line join—where one sees the East 
Indians; a trotting battery of French ar- 
tillery, Belgian, reservists at work on 
the road and the British in khaki. 

In the doorway where he is billeted

Wealthy Theatrical Manager Had
